_ Witness further said that on another occa- 

sion she borrowed £4 “from defendant, and 
paid interest on ‘it at the rate of 12s. per 
week for forty weeks, her husband not being 
working at the time. At the end of that 
time defendant told her she had got a loan 
of £10 for her from a loan fund. Defendant 
kept £4 12s. for the loan and interest for a 
week, and also £1, which had been deducted 
as interest for the loan by the loan fund. 

Witness added that she repaid the £10 
loan through the defendant by weekly pay- 
ments of 5s. The interest charged by de- 
fendant amounted to 750 per cent. per annum, 
Witness first borrowed from her in 1918. 

Another woman, with an address at 
Hutton’s lane, stated in evidence that de- 
fendant had lent her money during the past 
three years. On December 17 last she lent 
witness £6, and witness repaid her £6 10s. 
on the Saturday before Christmas. About two 
years before that witness had borrowed 
£3 10s. from defendant. On that loan wit- 
ness paid her interest for three years at the 
rate of 8s. i r week, 

Inspector O'Neill told the Court that in an 
interview defendant admitted lending money, 
but denied that she had charged interest. 

Mr. Clarke—Have you any reason “to 
believe that she is acting as agent for some- 
one else? Do you believe she is a catspaw ?— 
No, she is not a catspaw. She acts with 
great profit to herself. 

In answer to Mr. Hannon, the inspector 
said he believed the defendant borrowed the 
money and lent it at an exorbitant rate of 
interest. 

Defendant, who did not appear, was fined 


Later in the day Mr. 'f. Maguire, solicitor, 
appeared for the defendant, and raised the 
point that there was an error in the summons 
with respect to a date. 

Mr. Hounds then adjourned the case for 
fourteen days. 


MILK CONTRACTOR FINED. 

Patrick Goodwin, dairyman, with an 
address in Parnell street, was charged with 
having, in May last, supplied to the Dublin 
Union 36 gallons of milk, which, on analysis, 
revealed a 10 per cent. deficiency of fats. 

Mr. Greene, solicitor, appeared for the 
Union Commissioners. 

For the defence it was stated that the milk 
was delivered as received by the contractor 
from the owner of the cows. 

Mr. Hannon said that in that case the 
only protection the contractor could have 
would be a warranty from the person supply- 
ing the milk. 

Mr. Greene said defendant had been a con- 
tractor to the Union for some years, and this 
was the first complaint that had been made. 

A fine of £4 was imposed. 

Mr. McGonagle, solicitor, appeared for the 
defendant. 


COAL PROSECUTION. 


James Byrne, described as a coal vendor, 
of Watts square, was fined 10s. and 10s. costs 
for having on his cart, on May ólst, four 
bags of coal light in weight. 

Mr. Abbot, Inspector for the Borough Com- 
missioners, stated that on having the 
bags, each of which was supposed 
to contain 10 stone, weighed, he found 
them deficient to the extent of five, seven, 
six and eight pounds, respectively. 

The defence was that the bags were wet 
when being filled, and when drying they lost 
weight, thereby causing the deficiencies 
stated. 


GIRL UNDER MOTOR CAR. 
(BEFORE MR. SULLIVAN.) 

Inspector Richard O'Connell and Guard 
Forde, 147 B, charged Hugh Dunleavy, 
Coole, Co, Westmeath, a hackney car pro- 
prietor, with being drunk while in charge of 
a motor car in Pearse street on Wednesday 
night, 

Mr. P. F. O'Reilly, solicitor, defended. 

Guard 147 B gave evidence of seeing a 
motor car standing at an angle across portion 
of Pearse street. There was a girl lying 
beneath it between the front wheels. With 
the assistance of Guard 175 B witness got 
the girl out and had her conveyed to Mer- 
cer’s Hospital. 

Defendant was not in the car at the time 
witness arrived, but he found him standing 
behind a taxi some distance away. Witness 
at once came to the conclusion that de- 
fendant was drunk—too drunk to be in 
charge of a car.

MAX WEBER (1864-1920), the author 
of these posthumous papers, stands 
revealed as a typical pre-war German 
professor of the nobler sort. As the help- 
tul foreword tells us, he was trained as a 
jurist, became’ famous as a professor 
at Freiburg, Heidelberg and. Munich, 
travelled widely and wrote learnedly at 
angle,. on rural conditions 
sociology, methodically systematised and, 
as here, on the sociology of religion. An 
honoured member of a highly honoured 
class, he lived to see the close of the war. 
He took a vigorous part in the negotia- 
tions which led to Versailles when few 
could be found with the vigour, patriotism 
and training to speak for their stricken 
Fatherland. He went to Versailles, nor 
are we surprised to learn that he died in 
the following year. 

It is easy now to criticise a man like 


the Spirit

Cawney. London: 


‘Weber, of whom specialists easily could 


say that he was half-theologian and half- 
economist, and but second-rate in either 
category. We maintain that men who can 
write knowingly of more than one great 
subject at a time are needed sadly in 
these days of compulsory over-specialisa- 
tion. Their power, too, is large: a queen 
on a chess board is but a rook and a 
bishop by turns, yet is she more than a 
match for them both. Therefore, we are 
free to applaud the courage with which 
Weber, in a materialistic age, insisted on 
the power of Faith in the detailed works 
of Capitalism. 

When this has been said we cannot go 
on to say that our author made here 
many other very signal contributions to 
the knowledge of mankind. The book 
consists of about 150 pages, made up of 
five magazine articles, to which are 
appended 100 pages of notes. 

The translator naively remarks that the 
volume of footnotes shows how the problem 
grew up in Weber’s own mind, “ and that 
it would be a pity to destroy that fer the 
sake of artistic perfection.’’ It would be 
more ingenious to own that the author— 
probably owing to the war—never found 
time to revise his work, and that the 
piety of his friends has sufficed to rescue 
his remains from oblivion, but not to 
make them easily readable either in 
Germen or in English. 

Webcr’s position briefly is as follows :— 
The beliefs of men have a swift result in 
the affairs of life, and notably in the case 
of the early Protestants. Their success 
in con.merce is well known; he attempts 
to trace the connection between the great 
emphasis which Luther placed on the 
Beruf, or Sacred Calling, which Weber 
supposes to have been hitherto confined 
to the life of the religious. There are 
few sciences so needlessly obfuscated with 
obscure jargon as is that of economics, 
and an author is not free from the vice 
of his time, place and peculiar study. So 
far, however, his message is plain and 
useful, and excited a lively controversy in 
which he had the felicity of seeing two of 
his critics fall heavily on each other. Yet 
at this point a damp falls upen our 
author: the light cloak to which Baxter 
had compared the successful commerce of 
a Kidderminster puritan may become 
““an iron cage.’’ In a word, Weber 
shares the ‘fears of the author of 
'“ Metropolis ’’ and of the ' Robots.’’ His 
trumpet gives an uncertain sound, and he 
ends as a defeatist in economics and, 
perhaps, In religion.

R. EDWARD STEP already is 
well known to all lovers of Nature 
through his brightly-written and _ infor- 
mative works on English country life and 
natural history. Now he appears again 
before the public with a series of four 
books—‘‘ Winter to Spring,” ‘‘ Spring to 
Summer,” and ' Aufumn to Winter,” 
the new “ Come With Me ” books. The 
first volume, ‘‘ Winter to Spring,’’ now 
before us, constitutes delightful reading ; 
indeed, there is more than a slight 
resemblance in Mr. Step’s pleasant flow- 
ing style to that of Richard Jefferies, 
and in the same charming manner we 
are conducted through the various 
common sights of a spring countryside, 
so that the birds, flowers, small animals 
and reptiles take on a ew and vivid 
interest. 

Owing to their small size and compact 
sl:ape these are very ‘‘ pocketable’’ books, 
and the student of Nature will have no 
difficulty in carrying one or more volumes 
along during a country ramble. The 
print is excellent, and numerous coloured 
illustrations lend additional interest 
There is one picture with which we must 
find fault—namely, the Jackdaw, facing 
p. 95—though it seems a shame to grumble 
at one drawing where so much is good. 

We heartily recommend this book to all 
members of nature and field clubs, etc., 
and, if the remaining three books of the 
series are up to the same high standard, 
Mr. Step will have rendered a service to 
all amateur naturalists and, incidentally, 
to his publishers as well,

Although she enjoyed cocktail parties 
a deur, what we suppose to have been an 
inherent contrariness impelled her to 
describe her hosts’ country in the fol- 
lowing terms:—‘‘ Everyone who has only 
seen New York comes home and 
reneralises about America, but America 
is probably the one country in the world 
about which it is safe to generalise.

It is the home of advertising, petting 
revivalism, methodism, purity 
leagues, fotary clubs, quick-change mar- 
riages, speak-easies, cocktails in soup 
cups, systems, and the Better Spirit in 
Business. It is the only country in the 
world which could have produced Aimée 
McPherson, Henry Ford, Woodrow Wil- 
son, and a squabble in the second decade 
of the twentieth century over Darwinism 
versus Genesis. . . .

Mh: HARRIS refuses resolutely to 
be quoted as an “ authority ’’ on 
auction bridge. At the most he thinks 
one can but offer one’s views on this 
popular gume, in the full knowledge that 
the views of another keen player may be 
totally different. In spite of the modesty 
of Mr. Harris, this is one of the best 
books: on auction bridge that has come 
upon the market; and the tyro, who 
studies. it carefully, will become less likelv 
to upset the neat design of his partner 
by an injudicious bid. Mr. Harris dis- 
approves whole-heartedly of an initial bid 
of more than one of a suit. On the rare 
occasions when one wishes for nothing 
else, the bid ought to be three; never two, 
in his opinion. 

He longs for the day when the dummy 
hand shall be exposed before the opening 
lead: and, time after time, he comes back 
to the supreme importance of drawing 
the trumps of one’s opponents. '' There 
are more people on the Embankment for 
their failure to do this than for any other 
cause,’’ he reminds us. This book can be 
recommended to all who play auction 
bridge, though some of us may consider 
that Mr. Harris is inclined to be over- 
cautious in his calls. 

No one will accuse him of recklessness 
or of “ 'avine down the law ” to any 
player but himself.

Nosopy expected Captain Jack White, 
D.8.0.,. to write an orthodox auto- 
biography, and he certainly, has not done 
go. His title, “ Misfit,’* gives a clue to 
his whole life’ and work. At school “he 
always was in revolt against authority, 
and he invariably was found out. Other 
boys might be able to defy the powers 
that were with impunity; but Jack White 
never got-away with it, and, possibly for 
that reason, was almost as. popular with 
the masters at Winchester as he'was with 
his comrades. On one occasion he did 
ac rather far when he tied a Chinese 
cracker to the tale of a dominie’s. gown ; 
but his pranks generally were harmless, 
and he never escaped the penalty of his 
boyish misdeeds. 

When he went to South Africa he had 
a. series of adventures that only Jack 
White could have had. He won the 
D.S.O. for conspicuous gallantry, although 
he makes very little. of this incident in 
his book, and succeeded in running up 
against most of the Brass Hats, including 
the great Kitchener himself. In those 
days he must have been rather a trial to 
lis father, who was the hero of Lady- 
smith: for he was always doing the un- 
cxpected thing and seemed: to have a con- 
stitutional inability to submit to the tire- 
ecme discipline of army life. 

Irishmen, of course, will be interested 
chiefly in Captain White’s decision to 
settle dcwn in this country and devote his 
abounding energies to his favourite 
pastime of upsetting apple carts. There 
were mony apple carts in Ireland in those 
vears; and Jack White had a go at most 
of them. His description of the founding 
of the Citizen Army is oí particular 
interest, since it reveals many facts that 
hitherto have not been made public. It 
was a strange business. Who would have 
believer! that the force that was born in 
a certain room in Trinity College would 
develop later into the backbone of the 
revolutionary movement of 1916? Captain 
White’s part in the formation and train- 
ing of the Citizen Army can be told only 
bv himself. He has a vivid and enter- 
taining style, and its interest is enhanced 
by the fact that he never tries to hide 
his own shortcomings. Indeed, his book is 
a remaikable piece of self revelation. He 
is partly genius, partly malcontent, partly 
mischief-maker, but wholly likeable. In a 
word, the book is the man, and, however 
one may disagree with the author, one 
cannot but admit that he is: among the 
most interesting persons who have trodden 
the well-worn boards of Ireland’s political 
stage.

The trial of Captain W. A. Redmond, 
D.8.0., T.D., concluded yesterday evening, 
when the jury returned a verdict of not 
guilty. 

The announcement of the verdict was re- 
ceived with much hand-clapping m Court. — 

His lordship, in discharging Captain 
Redmond, said he completely agreed with 
the verdict. He did not see how any one 
of the jurors could have arrived at a 
different conclusion. 

Captain Redmond was indicted for the 
mansljanghter of Thomas Murphy, Priory 
road, Kimmage, on the Dublin-Bray road on 
the 16th Apri last. 

Mr. Ceci] Lavery, K.C., with Mr. Thomas 
Finlay, K.C. (instrected by the Chief State 
— prosecuted. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. 
Kingsmill-Moore {instructed by Mr. J. H. 
McLaughlin and Son) appeared for the 
accused. 

Mr. Dermot Fawsitt (instructed by Mr. 
A. McCracken) represented the next-of-kin. 

ADDRESS FOR DEFENCE. 

Addressing the jury on behalf of the 
accused, Mr. Kingsmill Moore said that the 
case was one that, to use a legal colloquialiem 
‘tried itself.” Im spite of the apparent in- 
compatible features of the evidence, that 
which was the real version of what happened 
on the 16th April was very clear. He asked 
them to approach the case as if they were 
trving any ordinary person. On two points 
only were they entitled to take into con- 
sideration Captain Redmond’s past history : 
the first was whether they were to believe 
his testimony on oath; and, secondly, 
whether he had acted in a callous manner 
when the accident occurred. Taking into 


j account his long service at Westminster, in 


the Dail, and on the fields of Flanders, was 
it likely that that man would go into the 
witness-chair and indulge in a course of de- 
liberate perjury? 
QUESTION OF DRINK. 
In connection with the State contention 
that Captain Redmond was drunk, the jury 
must consider what drink he actually had 
on the day in question, what opportunities 
he had for getting drink; , thirdly, 
whether he was drunk at the time of the 
accident. The only aleoholic drink which 
there was evidence of his having had at 
Aughavanagh was a share of the bottle of 
champagne which was served at lunch m 
Hunter’s Hotel. That was a large quantity 
of liquid te consume, but not a very large 
quantity of alcohol. At Lawless's hotel m 
Aughrim he bought a bottle of whiskey and 
a bottle of port. Fortunately, it had been 
shown that the seals of these bottles had 
not been broken a week afterwards. After 
leavin Aughavanagh, Captain Redmond 
travelled over a road very difficult to nege- 
tiate. It was almost impossible to assume 
that he could have successfully done so if he 
had been intoxicated. Captain Redmond’s 
ewn description of what happened outside 
Cabinteely cottages was perfectly correct. 
His attention was concentrated on the ex- 
traordinary gyrations of the moter cyelists 
on the road, and when he did see the unfor- 
tunate cyclist he had only one and a half 
seconds in which to try to avoid the col- 
lision. The skid mark on the road concla- 
sively proved that he had done his utmost 
to avert it. This mark was thirty-five feet 
long, and showed that Captain Redmond had 
applied his brakes on the very Instant of 
his sighting the oncoming cyclist. 
Concluding, Mr. Kingsmill- Moore said 
there was no substantial case against Captain 
Redmond, proving him te have been so 
cvlpably and criminally negligent as to be a 
felon. There was no clear, cogent and con- 
vincing case to prove that he was drunk, and 
guilty of such gross and criminal negligence 
as cried aloud for State intervention to 
punish it as an offence against humanity.

Just as 
she was leaving the back door, and before 
she had time to warn Levins she heard an 
explosion and saw a large stone flying 
through the air and landing on the roof of 
an outhouse in the garden. 


STONE THROUGH ROOF. 


Francis P. Russell, Westmoreiand street, 
Dublin, architect and civil engineer, in an 
affidavit, deposed to having mmspected the 
quarry and a bedroom on the upper floor of 
Mr. Bonar’s house in the vicinity on April 2 
Mrs. Bonar pointed out a large stone which 
had fallen through the roof of her house and 
landed in the bed immediately following 
blast: operations. The stone weighed 
about 10, Ib., and was in the bed close to 
one of the pillows. There was no doubt that, 
had the bed been occupied at the time of the 
accident, death would have been certain. He 
also found stones in the kitchen yard and 
garden. 

Mr. J. F. McMahon, Assistant County Sur- 
veyor, Dublin County Council, in the course 
of an affidavit, said the shot which caused 
the damage on June 6 was one which misfired 
on a former occasion.

His lordship further said that he thought 
the whele difficulty had arisen through the 
failure ot those who advised the Representa- 
tive Body at the time to keep carefully in 
mind the true position of affairs—namely, 
that the Boulter fund was gone, having been 
“ forfeited *’ or “ confiscated”’ as a result of

ADDRESS FOR DEFENCE.

QUESTION OF DRINK. 

In connection with the State contention 
that Captain Redmond was drunk, the jury 
must consider what drink he actually had 
on the day in question, what opportumities 
he had for getting drink; , thirdly, 
whether he was drunk at the time of the 
accident. The only aleoholic drink which 
there was evidence of his gcé, “Oe at 
Aughavanagh was a share of the bottle of 
champagne which was served at lunch in 
Hunter's Hotel. That was a large quantity 
of liquid te consume, but not a very large 
quantity of alcohol. At Lawless’s hotel m 
Aughrim he bought a bottle of whiskey and 
a bottle cf port. Fortunately, it had been 
shown that the seals of these bottles had 
not been broken a week afterwards. After 
leavin Aughavanagh, Captain Redmond 
travelled over a road very difficult to nege- 
tiate. It was almost impossible to assume 
that he could have successfully done so if he 
had been intoxicated. Captain Redmond’s 
ewn description of what happened outside 
Cabinteely cottages was perfectly correct. 
His. attention was concentrated on the ex- 
traordinary gyrations of the motor cyelists 
on the read, and when he did see the unfor- 
tunate cyclist he had only one and a half 
seconds in which to try to avoid the col- 
lision. The skid mark on the road conclu- 
sively proved that he had done his utmost 
to avert it. This mark was thirty-five feet 
long, and showed that Captain Redmond had 
applied his brakes on the very instant of 
his sighting the oncoming cyclist. 

Concluding, Mr. Kingsmill- Moore said 
there was no substantial case against Captain 
Redmond, proving him te have been so 
culpably and criminally negligent as to be a 
felon. There was no clear, cogent and con- 
vincing case to prove that he was drunk, and 
guilty of such gross and criminal negligence 
as cried aloud for State intervention to 
punish it as an offence against humanity. 

REPLY FOR THE STATE. . 

Mr. Finlay. K.C.. for the prosecuton. 
contended that on the evidence the accused 
was guilty of the manslaughter of the unfor- 
tunate cyclist. With regard to the charge 
of being drunk, it was not necessary for a 
person to be absolutely incapable of standing 
on his feet. or of articulating properly, for 
hin not to be in a fit condition to drive a 
car.. The indisputable facts were that Captain 
Redmond was driving on his wrong e of 
the road and in the way of oncoming traffic. 
The question of intention was entirely out of 
this case. The jury were not trying whether 
Captain Redmond had had any intention of 
injuring the unfortunate cyclist. The onus 
was placed upon Captain Redmond to 
satisfy them that itt was not amy gross or 
culpable negligence on his part that caused 
the collision which resulted in the death of 
Thomas Murphy. Every user of the high- 
way must have regard to the posrtion of 
every other user of the highway, and the 
probable position of other users of the high- 
way. Captain Redmond had not taken this 
into consideration when he went over to the 
wrong side of the read. 


JUDGE’S SUMMING-UP. i 

Mr. Justice Meredith, summing up, said 
the first question was whether Captain Red- 
mond had turned into the wrong side of the 
road because he had taken drmk and was 
not able to drive his car straight. One im- 
portant feature of the evidence in that con- 
nection was that all the evidence to the 
effect that Captain Redmond was drunk re- 
lated to a time after the collision, whereas 
Miss Babs Byrne said that Captain Redmend 
was perfectly sober when he called at 
Cunniam’s Hotel at Ashferd, and went away 
from there perfectly sober. The jury must 
then weigh up the evidence of the people at 
Cabinteely, that Captain Redmond staggered 
when he got out on the grass margin, that 
his face was flushed, and his breath smelled 
of drink; and they must consider the 
testimony of the two doctors explaiming these 
indications as these resulting from Cavtain 
Redmond's physical condition. The medical 
evidence was that if the theory wf his be: 
intoxicated at the time was at all ‘astified. 
then it would he followed by a state. of 
coma or some such effect. 


BENEFIT OF DOUBT. 

If they found that the evidence was net 
such as to justify their saying that the 
accused was not drasak im charge of the motor, 
they had the altermatave to consider—namely, 
if there had been amy criminal negligence on 
the part of Captain Redmond. When they 
were considering this they must judge by the 
evidence as to what happened at the tame 
of the collision and just prior to it. If the 
jury had any doubt in the case, they must 
give the benefit of it to the accused. They 
must remember that the charge was a serious 
one. A life had ‘been lost; but, apart from

The 
defence was a denial of negligence, and a 
plea of contributory negligence on the part 
of the plaintiff.

VIOLINIST AND FEIS JUDGE. 

The plaintiff, in evidence, stated that as 
a result of his injuries he was in the Mercy 
Hospit.l, Cork, for a considerab.e period. 
As a result he had lost about £50 in engage- 
ments as a violinist and judge at Feiseanna. 
He also lost broadcasting fees. He had 
layed the violin for the Cork and Dublin 
Wirutens Stations. His fee for playing in 
Cork was £3 3s., and he received £5 5s. for 
each performance from the Dublin Broad- 
casting Station, including expenses 

Cross-examined by Mr. Denning, he said 
that some time before the accident he was 
travelling at the rate of 20 to 35 miles an 
hour, but it was on a level, straight road. 

Dr. Patrick Kiely; Cork, who attended the 
plaintiff, said that plaintiff had a scalp 
wound ó; inches long. His right leg was 
hanging off, both the bones being badly 
broken. There was only some muscle and 
skin keeping the leg there. There was 
sufhcient blood going into the leg to keep it 
alive. The leg was operated upon, and the 
main bone was plated, because it could not 
be kept from wobbling by any other means. 

Counsel on both sides paid tribute to the 
skill of Surgeon Kiely. 

JUDGE AND MEDICAL FEES. 

Replying to the judge, Dr. Kiely said that 
his fee for attendance on the plaintiff, includ- 
ing two operations, was £100. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he was not 


trying to cut dewn medical fees, but he 
would like to get’ them within medical 
limits. He asked Dr. Kiely what would he 


charge the plaintiff as an ordinary private 
patient, in view of his position and salary 
of £105 a year. 

The witness said that the fee haille was 
a little high, in view of the plaintiff's post- 
tion in life. He had. however, attended him 
ever a period of fifteen months. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that there was no

The German Reich. 


Within the next few days the last 
foreign soldier will have left the Rhine- 
land, and the Allied occupation of German 
soil will have come to an end. Not only 
Germans, but men of good-will of all 
nations, will rejoice at the closing of this 
painful chapter in Europe’s history; for 
it will mark the opening of a new era, 
in which former enemies will be able 
to work together for the common good. 
The occupation of the Rhenish provinces 
was an unhappy necessity. Some form of 
guarantee was essential to ensure the 
observance of her Treaty obligations by 
Germany, and the presence of Allied 
troops on the Rhine, galling as it un- 
doubtedly was to German pride, may have 
been, at least, partly responsible for the 
fact that Bolshevism never secured a grip 
in the Fatherland. From the British 
point of view the occupation was most 
successful. No better ambassador could 
have been appointed than the British 
“Tommy,” whose conduct on the Rhine 
was exemplary, and it is safe to say 
that the growing rapprochement between 
Britain and Germany is due in no small 
measure to the feelings of mutual] respect 
and confidence that were established 
between British soldiers and German 
civilians. When the French leave next 
week the only remaining territory in the 
West in foreign hands will be the Saar 
Valley. Under the Versailles Treaty a 
plébiscite must be taken in 1935 to decide 
whether the Saar Valley will remain 
German, become French, or enjoy an inde- 
pendent status. There is not the slightest 
doubt that the people of the Saar desire 
to remain German. They are intensely 
patriotic, and the pl¢biscite will be purely 
a matter of form. 


When her provinces have been restored 
to her Germany will take her place again 
among the free nations of the world. 
Although she has been a member of the 
League of Nations for some years, with a 
permanent seat on Council, the 
presence of foreign troops on her territory 
has been regarded as a limitation of her 
sovereignty, and, consequently, she has 
not exercised in the affairs of Europe that 
measure of influence to which her 
population and her prosperity entitle her. 
Now her attitude in this respect will 
change radically. Her independence has 
been restored, and henceforward the voices 
of her spokesmen are likely to be heard 
more frequently, and more confidently, 
than during the last few years. One of 
the first problems to be tackled will be 
that of Germany’s Eastern frontiers. Most 
sensible Germans have resigned them- 
selves to the loss of Alsace-Lorraine. Of 
course, in Germany, as in every other 
country, there are irregoncilables who 
cheerfully would go to war with France 
again to-morrow ; but the vast majority of 
the population is composed of peace-loving 
folk who recognise that Alsace-Lorraine 
has gone finally, and approve of the 
Locarno Pact, by virtue of which Germany 
has guaranteed the integrity of France’s 
Eastern frontiers. A very different 
attitude of mind, however, prevails in 
regard to the territory that Germany was 
forced to cede to Poland. At Locarno M. 
Briand made a strong effort to persuade 
the late Dr. Stresemann to guarantee 
Poland’s frontiers; but Germany's 
Foreign Secretary refused resolutely to 
bind. himself to anything. He was 
supported by Germans of every shade of 
political thought. 

Germany is labouring under a sense of 
grievance in respect of the Polish 
“eorridor.” The ‘‘corridor,’’ which is a 
wedge of Polish territory thrust through 
the heart of Prussia to give Warsaw access 
to the sea at Danzig and Gdynia, is a 
product of the fertile; if not always 
practical, mind of Mr. Lloyd George, It 
separates completely East Prussia—the 
cradle of Junkerdom, and the most 
passionately patriotic portion of Germany 
—from the. remainder of the Reich, and 
has created a condition of affairs which 
contains all the elements of future strife. 
In a speech two days ago Herr Curtius, 
the new Foreign Secretary, made 
significant references to Germany’s policy 
towards Soviet Russia. He made it fairly 
clear that ‘friendly relations will be

The delegation appointed by the 
Economic Advisory Council “ to consider 
and report upon the present condition and 
prospects of the iron and steel industries '' 
declared its findings to the 
Government in May, and now these 
findings have been published in the 
form of a White Paper. In pursuit 
of their evidence the delegates spared 
no pains and have drawn interest- 
ing comparisons from the position of the 
industries in France, Belgium, Luxem- 
bourg, Germany and Czecho-Slovakia. No 
statistics are given of British wage rates, 
but the National Federation of Iron and 
Steel Manufacturers, basing its figures, as 
we presume, upon the White Paper, has 
announced that, when allowance for differ- 
ences in hours of labour is made, the wages 
paid in these countries range from 67 
per cent. in the case of Germany to 42 
per cent. in the case of Czecho-Slovakia, of 
those paid by its own members. Not only 
do British manufacturers labour under 
obligations to pay higher wages than their 
foreign competitors, but none of the 
countries explored by the delegation, with 
the exception of Germany, shows the same 
trade union organisation as Great Britain. 
In these islands a wide disparity, often 
unjustified, exists between the salaries 
payable to the skilled and unskilled 
workers. Indeed, the words ‘‘ skilled '' 
and ‘‘ unskilled ’’ frequently are no more 
than technical differentiations between 
one grade of employé and another. It is 
especially remarkable that in Czecho- 
Slovakia, where wages are lowest for un- 
skilled the feeling between 
masters and men is the most cordial. In 
every country that they visited the dele- 
gates found plant and organisation to be 
developed upon the most modern lines. 
More important still, however, was the

universal keenness con-

success. While her competitors are able 
to ensure the mobility of labour from one 
department to another as occasion may 
demand, Britain is hampered at every step 
by the rigid and suspicious laws of the 
trade unions.

During 
the War the Germans, for their own pur- 
poses, kept blast 
foundries at the highest pitch of efficiency, 
with the result that she had little leeway 
to retrieve. France has been helped by 
the acquisition of the rich ore-fields in 
Alsace and Lorraine, while Germany in 
this matter has suffered a corresponding 
handicap. Yet, the fact remains that the 
chief troubles of British

The Air Arm. 


The July issue of ‘‘ The Royal Air Force 
Quarterly ’’—an excellently edited and 
produced periodical—is likely to appeal 
to many Irishmen outside the circle of 
the Royal Air Force itself. A very large 
proportion of that body is drawn from 
Ireland, and many of our countrymen have 
attained high command in the air. The 
magazine, apart from the general interest 
of its non-technical articles, contains much 
matter relating to the newest develop- 
ments in various branches of aviation, and 
we note with some pride that an important 
prize essay on the civilising influence of 
aircraft is signed with a conspicuously 
Irish name. On the other hand, it is a 
matter for regret that, while a committee 
of liaison officers assists the editor to keep 
in touch with the Air Forces of Australia, 
Canada, New Zealand and South Africa, 
there is no mention of the activities of the 
Irish Free State’s arm. This omission 
ought to be repaired. The domestic Air 
Force has no need to hide its light under 
a bushel. Its smallness has not proved a 
bar to its general efficiency, and at present 
no Dominion force, however greater in 
strength, is its superior in discipline and 
personnel ; the fact that one of its officers 
was deemed worthy to travel on the first 
successful flight from Europe to America 
is in itself a high tribute. Yet the Free 
State airmen can learn much from 
their experienced comrades across the 
Channel, and, no doubt, will make use 
of their opportunity next Friday, when 
they will see many Irishmen excel] in the 
Royal Air Force display at Hendon. 
“Perhaps, the “ Air Force Quarterly ” in 
its next issue will print the report of an 
Irish liaison officer. Britain would 
welcome the gesture, and Saorstdt 
Evreann’s airmen would not regret it. 


Claret. 


All Irishmen who cherish the genial 
traditions of their country will mourn the 
passing of the great clarets. When 
Grattan’s Parliament sat in College Green 
the wit and eloquence of its members 
waxed sharp and sonorous beneath the 
influence of fine Bordeaux, of which so 
great a quantity was drunk that the name 
of claret was linked indissolubly with that 
of Ireland. Even as late as thirty years 
ago it was said that the world’s finest 
claret was housed in Irish bins. Now the 
bottles that remain of the great pre- 
phylloxeran vintages are few and will be 
fewer; and since 1878 no vintage has 
arisen to take the place of those pre- 
eminent crops. It seems that the vine- 
growers of Bordeaux are anxious about 
the future. The public taste has changed, 
and the present exports of claret are 
dwindling rapidly. Whereas in 1913 
Bordeaux exported 700,000  hectolitres, 
last year it exported no more than 
450,000. Without doubt the loss of the 
American market explains the lamentable 
falling-off to some extent, but the United 
States is not the only country to blame. 
Even in France itself the public taste 
seems to have veered, in spite of strenuous 
efforts made by the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture to restore the people to a sense of 
their advantage. The threnody of a 
splendid wine is being sung, and some day

| PRINCE OF WALES SEES 
“MERRIE ENGLAND.”

The Prince of Wales flew to Ipswich - 
yesterday, and saw the ‘‘ Merrie England ”’ 
pageant with which the town is celebrating 
the four hundredth anniversary of the 
death of Cardinal Wolsey, her most dis- 
tinguished son. i | i 

The pageant was sta in the park in 
front of Christ Church Mansion, whose 
red-brick walls have been mellowed by the. 
touch of time since Wolsey’s days. Here 
the Prince saw Morris dancers, abbots, 
priests and nuns, knights and beefeaters,, 
and the boy Wolsey being given into the 
care of a prigst. 

In addition to all this, the Prince wit- 
nessed an old guild miracle play. Above 
on the stone balcony of the mansion was 
the Angel of the Nativity blessing the 
players. Cameras clicked all around, and 
loud-speakers conveyed the voices of the 
players to the crowds. Nothing, however, 
could quite destroy the illusion. '' Merrie 
England ’’ lived again. 

The Prince of Wales, on behalf of the 
town, accepted deeds of gift which pre- 
served for the borough the Wolsey Gate, 
the last crumbling remnant of the col'ocge 
which the Cardinal founded in his birth- 
place. . 

On his arrival in the town the Prince 
formally declared open the new municipal 
aerodrome, and congratulated Ipswich on 
having “what every city and town im 
Great Britain will surely have in no very 
distant future.’’ 


A QUICK CHANGE. 

From the romantic setting of fifteenth 
and sixteenth century England the Prince 
passed as if by magic to the noise and 
heat and stress and wonder of great 
modern engineering works. He visited the 
works of Messrs. Ransome, Sims and 
Jeffries, Limited, and saw how agricul- 
tural machinery is made. He observed 
every stage from that of the metal at 
white heat to the finished product. He 
examined a score of types of plough, tried 
personally half-a-dozen lawn-mowers, and 
accepted a furrow plough for his Canadian 
ranch, and a _ miniature plough-share 
wrought in solid gold. Among the 
employés to whom he spoke were George 
Southgate, who has been with Messrs. 
Ransome for fifty-eight years, Sergeant 
Saunders, V.(., and George Smith, a 
plough.an, who stood beside a pair of 
‘Suffolk punches—the county breed of 
plough horse. 

Through cheering crowds the Prince 
then passed to the Oakhill Home of Rest 
for Journalists, a handsome mansion, 
overlocking wooded slopes. Here he un- 
veiled a portrait of Mr. T. R. Parkington, 
the donor of the premises, asked Mr. H. 
A. Guynne, President of the Institute of 
Journulists, to show him all the quarters. 

At luncheon at the Town Hall the 
Mayor (Mr. A. L. Clouting) said that 
[Ipswich had feared for the Prince's safety 
in Africa, and they were delighted that 
now they had got him instead of some 
wild beast. 

“ [tis a great pleasure to have emerged 
from those dangers,’’ replied the Prince. 
He added with a smile: ‘“‘ I may take it 
as a compliment that your interest in that 
respect is entirely selfish.’’ 

Before he left the town the Prince paid 
an informal visit to the Royal Naval 
Training Dépót at Shotley, inspected the 
local British Legion quarters, the Police 
Boys’ Club, and the Y.M.C.A., and laid 
a wreath on the Cenotaph. 


ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY. 


THE RADIUM FUND APPEAL. 


A meeting of the Council of the Roya! 
Dublin Society was held in the Counvil 
Chamber, Ballsbridge. vesterday—The Pre- 
sident, Professor Jobn Joly, PRS, 
F..T.C.D.. in the chair. 

Paul A. Murphy, Se.D., B.A., A.R.C.Se. L., 
was unanimously appointed a member of the 
Science Section of the Council, and Jern 
Andrews, B.Sc., F.1.C., and T. A, Bennet- 
Clark, M.A., were unanimously appointed 
members of the Committee of Science and 
Its Industrial Applications. 

The President announced that the re- 
sponses to the Radium Fund appeal had been 
extremely encouraging, and included a gua- 
rantee of £1,000 from Colonel Walter 
Guinness. The amount = subscribed had 
enabled the Radium Committee, as a matter 
of extreme urgency, to secure £6,000 worth 
of radium, which was fortunately available 
in Belgium. This had since been installed 
in the. Society 's !aberatovies, and emanation 
was now actually being obtained from titis 
further supply, so urgent are the needs if 
Irish hospitals. 

Dr. Joly expressed the hope that the fund, 
now in the vicinity of £9,000, would receive 
generous consideration trom those who had 
not yet subscribed, in order to enable the 
further £6,000 worth necessary to be shortly 
obtained. 

SEATS AT THE HORSE SHOW. 

Arising from a complaint made by a mem- 
ber on his inability to secure seats on the 
Grand Stand at the coming Horse Show, the 
Director explained that the extraordinary 
popularity of the Show in recent years had 
resulted in a demand for Grand Stand seats 
greatly. in excess of the number available, 
and to ensure that applications trom the 
countryside should receive equal considera- 
tion with those from the city, it had been 
the custom to consider all requests received 
through the post at the opening of the box 
office, and whilst this course was popular 
when dealing with the Society as a whole 
the large number of applications received 
later in the day had to be regretfully re- 
fused, the stand being completely !ooked 
out within two hours of the opening of the 
box office. 

The Council unanimously approved of the 
system in operation, and decided to appoint 
a small committee to consider this problem 
in all its bearings for future shows. 

It was also reported that fifty per cent. of 
the 5,000 seats available on the Anglesea 
Stand had already been applied for.

Then the flyers threw up the 
windows of their cabin and waved cheery 
greetings to the crowd as it rushed to hail 
them. 


THE FIRST MAN OUT, 

The first man out was the Dutchman, 
Van Dyk, grimy with dust and streaming 
with perspiration. He practically fell into 
the arms of the crcowd. Then he looked 
round in a bewildered fashion, and 
exclaimed: ‘‘ Phoff! This is terrible.” 
The other three airmen followed him, 
and the quartette was immediately seized 
by the. representatives of two national 
broadcasting systems. 

Command of the situation was soon 
taken by the police, however, and the 
airmen then stepped back into the 
Southern Cross for the formal examination 
by Customs and immigration officers.

REPORT OF LABOUR 
COMMITTEE. 


BRITISH COMMONWEALTH 
FAVOURED. 


a h&———- 


The much-discussed report of the 
Economic Committee of the Trades Union 
Congress General Council, on the question 
of the formation of economic groups, was 
issued yesterday by the Publicity Depart- 
ment ot the Trade Union Council. The 
Committee had considered three such 
groups—a United States of Europe, a 
British Commonwealth group, and an 
Anglo-American alliance. 

“The propaganda for so-called Empire 
free trade has neither occasioned nor 
influenced the discussions of the Com- 
mittee,’’ adds the appendix. 

With regard to the European bloc the 
repori. states: ‘‘ The factors against are 
the racial and language difficulties, the 
fact that all are, or soon will be, pre- 
dominantly manufacturing countries, and, 
therefore, very far from being self-con- 
tained, and that largely because of this 
fact their economic interests tend to clash 
rather than coincide.’’ 


BRITISH GROUP FAVOURED. 


Dealing with the British Common- 
‘wealth group,- the report says: ‘‘ The 
factors in favour are that the bloc already 
exists in a tentative kind of way; that 
there are, undoubtedly, ties of sentiment 
that count still in the economic sphere; 
that supplies of raw materials and of 
manufactured goods could be balanced, 
the grcup being rich in raw materials 
and, in fact, almost self-contained, that 
there is, to a large extent, a common 
language, and that there is abundant 
opportunity for movement of population 
within the group. 

‘‘ It has further to be remembered that 
there is already to some extent a tariff 
bond within the Commonwealth in the 
form of preferences and other commercial 
discriminations applying to both the 
Dominions and the Colonies.”’ 

The factors in favour of the Anglo- 
American bloc are that such a group 
would be self-contained, would be power- 
ful enough to ensure the peace of the 
world, and that there is to a large extent 
a common language and race. — But the 
factors against were that their economic 
interests tended to clash rather than 
coincide. 

“If the policy of forming economic 
blocs is pursued by the nations the most 
practicable group, from our point of view, 
would appear to be consolidation of the 
British Commonwealth,’’ states the report. 

““ As far as the Imperial Conference is 
concerned, therefore, it would be in the in- 
terests of. our own people and of the 
Dominions to press for as full a develop- 
ment as possible of the economic relations 
between the constituent parts of the 
British Commonwealth. 

‘As a first step it is suggested that 
regular economic conferences should be 
held every three or four years, at which 
representatives of Britain and the 
Dominions and Colonies could discuss and 
consult upon tthe economic affairs of the 
Commonwea!lth.”’

For the first time since his illness in 
1928 the King gave a State dinner party 
at Buckingham Palace last night, when 
the guests of honour were Prince and 
Princess Takamatsu. 

The King, wearing the uniform of an 
Admiral of the Fleet, sat next to the 
Princess at the head of the long table. 
Opposite sat the Japanese Prince, in 
naval uniform. by the side of the Queen, 
who was im a marvellous gown of pale 
gold embroidered lamé. 

One -hundred and fourteen guests, 
including the Prime Minister, the Japa- 
nese Ambassador and members of the 
Government, attended. 


THE KING.

MR. MACDONALD’S 
GOVERNMENT. 


_THE NEW PROGRAMME. 
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In a leading article The Times of to- 
day observes:—-The very mixed reception 
given by the House of Commons on 
Wednesday to the Government decision to 
massacre all their more contentious bills, 
except the Coal Mines Bill and the Finance 
Bill, probably, reflects pretty accurately 
the feelings of the public. The tone of the 
Prime Minister’s announcement made it 
clear that every effort will be made to avoid 
a clash, even upon the issue which he has 
sometimes seemed inclined to think elec- 
torally favourable, of the conflicting atti- 
tude of the two Houses towards the Coal 
Mines Bill. Nor does his promise to carry 
a School Age Bill before the end of the 
calendar year lend colour to the inference 
that he is contemplating an appeal to the 
country when Parliament reassembles. 
Such a course, however welcome to 
fanatical partisans, whether Unionist or 
Socialist, would clearly be pusillanimous 
in an Administration which has been so 
expected and encouraged to face great re- 
ne oy are Nothing has occurred to 
shake the belief that the national unity 
which is essential to the successful treat- 
ment of the problem of India is far more 
likely to be maintained when a Govern- 
ment of the Left is in power in this 
country, and that is a consideration of 
overwhelming and permanent importance. 

There are also probably some advan- 
tages from the same long-distance view 
in the prospect that a Government of this 
complexion will conduct the forthcoming 
conferences with the Dominions. There is, 
for éxample, a certain negative value to 
those in all parts of the Empire who 
pursue, each in his own way, the ideal 
of Imperial economic co-operation to learn 
the least which they can expect from any 
British Government, and there are certain 
Signs, such as the transference of Mr. 
Thomas to the Dominions Office and the 
adoption by the Trades Union Congress 
of the striking report of its Economic 
Committee on Imperial Policy, that the 
least will be something very different 
from the depreciation of the importance 
of Dominion trade, of which Mr. Snowden 
was guilty last year. 

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The truth is that, although the Govern- 
ment admit unemployment to be by far 
their greatest problem, they have not 
even given priority to legislation by 
which, according to their own claims, it 
might have been favourably and _per- 
manently affected. Thus the Road Traffic 
Bill may be an excellent measure, but it 
can make little difference to unemploy- 
ment whether there is a speed limit 
for private motors or not: Much time, 
both legislative and administrative, has 
been spent on furthering the so-called 
short term programme of relief works but 
these works are admittedly palliatives, 
often useless, and, in proportion as they 
mortgage resources which could be better 
emp'oyed elsewhere, actually harmful. 

But there has been no corresponding 
insistence upon legislation of a more per- 
manent. and certain value, nor even upon 
legislati n inspired by the Government's 
own conception of the legislation which is 
possible in support of a long term pro- 
gramme. Their efforts in this direction 
have been mainly confined to the creation 
and demolition of central brains, all so 
far singularly unfertile. Their efforts in 
the other directions towards sapping the 
confidence of industry and increasing the 
burdens on the taxpayer, have been con- 
tinuous. The jettisoning of so large a 
part of the sessional programme is due 
entirely to the confusion of the pilots. 
They overloaded their electoral ship with 
promisés. They have been forced to over- 
load their legislative ship with measures.

A PROTEST.

SUBSTANTIAL. LOSSES TO BE MET 
ON PAY DAY. 

Members of the Stock Exchange met yes- 
terday with the result of the settlement 
uppermost in their minds. It was pay day, 
when differentes had to be met on Spécula- 
tive transactions, and the account to- be 
settled had run for twenty-one days instead 
of the normal fourteen days. ‘This, coupled 
with the depression prevailing in Stock Ex- 
change markets, resulted in relatively heavy 
losses on stocks and shares, and rumours 
were current last week that some firms 
might have difficulty in fulfilling their en- 
gigements, In so far as they concerned 
houses outside the Stock Exchange, these 
reports of financial trouble persisted, in one 
or two cases, but the Steck Exchange 
believes that there is little fear of serious 
trouble coming to light. Speculative activity 
has recently been much reduced, and those 
who have made losses have had ample time 
in which to make the necessary financial 
arrangements. 


NO DIFFICULTIES DISCLOSED. 

Pay day passed without any financial diff- 
culties coming to light. As far as the 
House itself was concerned, this was en- 
tirely in accordance with anticipations, but 
some doubt had been felt as to all outside 
quarters being able to meet their engage- 
ments in view of the heavy decline in prices 
since the last settlement. Reltef that the 
settlement was out of the way was shown by 
the generally firmer tendency of prices, 
which were slightly. better an most depart- 
ments, despite a continued absence of busi- 
ness, 


COURTAULDS. 

Yesterday business was officially recorded 
in Courtaulds shares at. 40s. 3d., which 
represents the lowest figure touched since the 
Ordinary capital was duplicated in 1928. 
Compared with the best price touched im that 
year, the market depreciation in these shares 
is approximately £60,000,000. The recent 
decline is attributed to liquidation, and to 
the sale of a large ‘tine of shares for the 
purpose of paying death duties. The weak- 
ness naturally accentuates the uncertainty re- 
garding the next interim dividend; for it is 
doubted whether the previous figure of 4 per 
cent., tax free, will be maintained. Some 
operators profess to expect that it Le 
paid less tax on the next occasion, while 
there was talk yesterday of the dividend 
being passed. Estimates must be guesswork, 
and possibly the directors may be influenced 
by trade indications when the time comes 
for reaching a decision. Last vear the interim 
dividend was announced on July 12.

THE LOW PRICE OF RUBBER. 

Mr. W. S. Hayes presided at the annual 
meeting of the shareholders in the Yam Seng 
Rubber .Co. yesterday, in their office, Stock 
Exchange Buildings, Dublin.
